He told the West German par­ 
liament the Communists would 
agree to permitting east Berlin­ 
ers to visit West Berlin as well 
as vice versa if they were in­ 
terested in more than political 
gains from a future pass agree­ 
ment through the wall. 


He called the Christmas visits 
by more than a million West 
Berliners 
to 
E ast Berlin 
“a 
clear answ er” to questions about 
West G erm any’s real desire for 
reunification. 


But in no event must a future 
pass agreem ent change the sta­ 
tus of West Berlin or weaken 
its ties with West Germany, he 
stressed. 


In 
Berlin, 
the 
Communists 
again urged high - level negoti­ 
ations on traffic through the 
wall. The West was expected to 
reject the proposal. 


But diplomatic sources said 
the Christm as pass agreem ent 
may lead to a new era of direct 
talks between East and West 
Germany. 


The United States would ap ­ 
prove such talks if they showed 
promise of achieving Germ an 
reunification, the sources said. 


Until now such political nego­ 
tiations have been conducted by 
Russia and the Western Allies— 
the United States, Britain and 
France—which 
occupied 
G er­ 
many after World War II. The 
Western powers do not recog­ 
nize East Germany.

F R A N K F U R T, Germany 
(UPI)-—A former assistant com ­ 
mandant of the Nazi Auschwitz 
death camp amused his fellow 
defendants today by saying he 
had nothing to do with mass 
murder. 
Chuckles and giggles erupted 
from the other 21 
defendants 
during 
Robert 
Mulka’s 
testi­ 
mony at the trial of 22 men ac­ 
cused of helping kill 2.5 to 4 
million persons at Auschwitz ex ­ 
termination camp under Adolf 
Hitler’s regim e in World War 
II. 
They chuckled when Mulka, 
now 68, said he never set foot 
in the camp area housing the 
m ass gas chambers that sw al­ 
lowed up to 6,000 persons a day. 
They giggled when he said he 
never 
saw 
any 
firing 
squad 
mass killing. 
They 
laughed 
when 
Mulka 
said he never had anything to 


do 
with 
the 
gas 
chambers.
